Fhiladeiphin |s to have the most modern
and eMelent motor apeedway in this coun-
try, The Phlladelphih Motor Hpeedway
Ansociation hns alrendy begun work upon
n §L000000 project. Crest stenm shovels
Are at work on the excavationsa and n
tiact of ground 16 miles from this city,
bestween Old York rond and the Reading
Hallway tracks north of Willow Grove,
hasn taken on a semblance to the mag-
nifleent work which wil eventually oc-
cupy the site.

Profiting by the existence of ths older
trucks in  Ameriea, tha Philndalphia
sneedwny will comblne the best features
of nll and eliminate thelr favits. The
track will he two miles In clroult and
b constructed of brick lald on concrate,
thix providing the Ideal running surface
on a foundation which cannot buckie or
pettle.

Winans' desire to surprise his wife and
1ittle ones by making an Improvised oan-
non is the eause of It all. He fllled a long
plece of gus pipe with powder and Ignited
it Just an hin wife came to the door. Tho
pipe was blown to pleces and Mra. Wi
nand was thrown to the ground, When
the smoke had cleared away Winans saw
that her rvight arm had been horribly
mutilated.

Bhe was Immediately rushed to the
hoapital, A thoughtful nelghbor took the
two children away while she was belng
removed uand they only knew that
“mamma wis hurt.””

Her husband went wilh her and readily
agresd to a blood transfusion. He gove
ona yuart of his blood and declared with
tears In hix eyes that he woulil give
every drop In his body If It would save
the lfe of the suffering woman.
